SCHOOL REPORT. 


District No. }. 


Alfred Burroughs, prudential committee. There were three 
terms im this district, all taught by Miss Melinda J. Bur- 
‘roughs. She is a live worker, and under her management 
the school made good advancement. The-fact that Miss Bur- 
roughs has taught three terms during the year is an excellent 
recommendation, as it indicates that the citizens of the dis- 
trict appreciate her as a teacher. 


Distrricr No. 2. 


Henry Clough, prudential committee. Summer and Win- 
‘ter terms taught by Miss Georgia A. Clough. This was ‘a 
quiet, orderly Peicol, Enpropettent good. The teacher re- 
marks—‘‘ I entered the school with a fixed determination to 
learn each pupil all I possibly could.” Several of the parents 
and friends were present at the closing examination of the 
Winter term. 


District No. 3. 


Andrew Gault, prudential committee. Two terms, both 
taught by Miss Emma E. Gault. Miss Gault is a practical 
teacher who understands how to interest and advance those 
under her charge. At each visit of the committee, the pupils 
were studious, and everything was transacted in an orderly 
manner. We do not hesitate to pronounce this an excellent 
school. 


District No. 4.. 


Hiram Noyes, prudential committee. Summer term, taught 


by Miss Emma E. Gault. The exercises of this school at 


‘ 
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the final examination were satisfactcry ; both teacher and pu- 
pils seemed interested in their work, and very good progress 
was secured. 

Winter term, taught by Miss Asenath A. Wheeler. The 
teacher labored earnestly for the interests of the school and 
her efforts were seconded by the pupils. A good degree of 
improvement was made. 


Districr No. 5. 


Samuel A. Sargent, prudential committee. The summer 


_term was under the charge of Miss Mary J. Putney. She is 


a teacher of good qualifications, and the explicit way she has © 
of imparting instruction made it agreeable for the pupils to at- 
tend school. ‘This was an exemplary school in every respect. 
Miss Putney is a very superior teacher. | 

The Winter term was under the charge of Mrs. Etta Kim- 
ball. At the closing examination all the classes appeared 
well, and it was evident that this was a very profitable term — 
of school. Mrs. Kimball had the best of order, and con- 
ducted the school in a manner worthy of praise. 


District No. 6. 


Cyrus Colby, prudential committee. Summer term taught. 
by Mrs. E. C. Berry ; Winter term by Miss Emma L. Col- 
by. The Summer school went on quietly under the charge 
of Mrs. Berry, and we think she gave good satisfaction to 
the district. The Winter school appeared well at the com- 
mencement, but we are not able to speak of its success as 
we were not present at the close of the term. 


District No. 7. 


James Colby, prudential committee. There were two 
terms in this district, both taught by Miss Nettie I. Wood- 
bury. At the commencement of the Summer term, the de- 
portment of some of the pupils at recess and noon-time 
was not as good as it ought to have been, but under the 
good discipline of Miss Woodbury they soon became well- 
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behaved and manifested an interest in their studies. The 
progress made during the year was satisfactory. Miss Wood- 
bury is a good scholar and an excellent teacher. 


. District No. 8. 


John B. Baker, prudential committee. Summer and Win- 
ter terms taught by Miss A. A. Locke, who is an experienc- 
ed teacher. This school was small, yet it was quite inter- 
esting. All the classes made good improvement, but we 
were particulary pleased with the improvement made by Miss 
Flora M. Nesmith, who is the most advanced scholar in town. 


District No. 9. 


Seth Quimby, prudential committee. There were two 
terms in this district, both taught by Miss. Frances L. Ben- 
son. She discharged her duties faithfully, and good prog- 
ress was made under her instruction. A number of the pa- 
rents manifested their interest by being present at the clos- 
ing examinations. 


District No. 10. 


Aaron Colby, prudential committee. The Summer term 
was taught by Miss Abbie C. Page. Miss Page is a teach- 
er of considerable experience, and well qualified for this oc- 
cupation. There are some very good scholars in this district, 
who did credit to themselves and their teacher at our last 
visit. 7 

The winter term was under the charge of Miss Annette 
Hadley. Although this was Miss Hadley’s first attempt at 
teaching she met with excellent success. No principle was 
left until it was fully understood. Good order was maintain- 
ed, and the pupils made rapid improvement. 


Districr No. ll. 
Willoughby Colby, prudential committee. Fall and Win- 
ter terms taught by Miss Nellie E. Gault. This is quite a 
large school, and appeared well both terms when visited. A 
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nice commodious school house has been erected during the 
past year, which reflects credit upon the district. 


Districr No. 12. | 
William Morgan, prudential committee. Mr. Morgan was 
fortunate in securing the services of Miss Nellie HE. Gault as 
teacher of both terms. The pupils in this school were most- 
ly small, but the closing examinations gave evidence that the 
time was well improved. Miss Gault is well adapted to the 
work of teaching. - 


District No. 13. 


Lewis Page, prudential committee. There are but two 
pupils in this district, consequently there has been no school 
during the past year. 


Districr No. 14. 


H. S. Hamilton, prudential committee. The Summer 
term was taught by Miss Sadie F. Thompson. ‘This teach- 
er’s literary qualifications for teaching were sufficient, and we 
think she labored to promote the interests of the school, but 
she has not the faculty of maintaining good discipline, which 
in all schools is requisite to success. _ 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Annie J. Wheeler. 
Miss Wheeler is an energetic, efficient teacher, and has 
this term nobly sustained her former well-merited reputation. 
The pupils made good proficiency in all the studies pursued. 
This was the largest and one of the best schools in town. 


It affords us much pleasure to be able to report that our 
schools have been, in almost every instance, a success. The 
prudential committees have been fortunate in securing the 
services of competent teachers, and prosperous schools have’ 
been the result. This is something that we should be very 
particular about. A short school, with an energetic, well- 
qualified teacher, who will interest the pupils and secure good 
order, is worth more than a long school kept by a teacher 
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without these essential characteristics. The one is a great 
benefit, the other is not only.a waste of time and money but 
an injury to the pupils. Some of the parents do not take 
interest enough in visiting their schools. We should visit 
school often and see if we are receiving an equivalent for our 
money. ‘There is quite an amount of money annually ex- 
pended in town for districts schools, and we do not derive 
the benefit from it that we might if our schools were larger. 
Where there are three or four months’ schooling in a year 
there might be six or eight, providing.we had only half as 
many districts, and it would be more pleasant for both 
teacher and scholars to have larger schools. We consider a 
good, convenient school house the first requisite for a good 
school ; but we regret to say that there are some in town that 
are not fit to be called school houses. District No. 11 has _ 
recently set « good example which other districts would do 
well to follow. The school room should be a pleasant place. 
We hope the time is not far distant when our schools will be 
larger and the scholars will have better accommodations.
